flce ,but alſo fo2 the "= Dat ofour Peace, andthe ſpeedy and timely diſſolution and ſup- 
p:eſſingofall Jnſarrections, Rebellions , outragious Riots, Routes, and other exozbitant 
and vnlawfullaſſemblies, to the endthat ſuch dangerous attempts might bee ſuppzeſſed in 
their beginnings,and our louing Subtectsline and ererciſe their ſeueral vocations in alpeace 
and plentie ; The good effect of the execution of which Lawes hath well appeared, in that 
the moſt deteſtable and dtabolicall Rebellion of Percy and his Complices in our Counties of 
Warwicke, Worceſter, and Stafford, (thathad bene ſo ſecretly contriued,and ſolongin hatching) 
wasby the peaceable Miniſters of our Lawes, and by due execution of their Offices, with- 
out any extraozdinarp power oz foxces, moſt loyally,reſolutely,and ſpeedily ſupp:eſſed : And 
whereas ſome queſtion 02 fcruplehath bene ( as wee areenfozmed ) mooned amongſt ſome. 
ofthe vulgar , wdhether any ofour Shertffes may, with the Power ofthetr ſeuerall Coun- 
tieso2 Shires,in purſuit ofRebels and Trattours,followv them intoany other County , Al- 
beit by the Lawes ofthis Realme,Sheriffes,as it falleth outin dayly experience, in pziuate 
caſes betweene party and party (matters ofno ſuch eminent and publike danger and conſe- 
quence as this is )inflly andlawfully doe the ike, Whereof n?ce pzelume few 0z none can be 
tgnozant : Yet Wee meaning to giue ſatiſfaction to all, doe hereby publiſh and declare, That 
(uch purſuit of Rebels and Traitozs intoother Counties, isnot onely in ſuchcaſes lawfull 
and inſhifiable, But, that if any of onr Subiects being thereunto required by any of our 
Sheriffes, ſhallnot follow and aſſiſt them in ſuchpurluit, that they are to bee ſeuerely and 
(harpely puniſhed fo: their high contempt and offence in that behalfe. 
Wut ifin ſuch purlutte the Sheriffe ofthe ſame Countte oz Shire(Whereunto ſuch Rebels 
02Lraytozs (hal flye oz eſcape)ſhallalſocome with the power ofhis Countte befoze ſuch Re- 
belsoz Traytozs bee appzehended oz ſuppzeſſed, Thenthe Sheriffe ſopurſuing fron any 


other Countie oz Shire ſhall aſſiſt and toyne with the Shertffe in his pzoper Countle oz 
Sbhire,to2 the app:ehenſion oz ſuppzeſſingof ſuch Rebelsand Traitozs. And ifſuch Rebels 
o2 Traytozs ſhall flie oz eſcape into any houſe oz other place of ſtrength and defence , and 
ſhall not yeeld themſelues being thereunto required by the Sheriffe ozany of hiscompanite 
that ſoſhallpurſue them , but obſtinately and wilfully make refiſtance, That thenit ſhall | 
belawfull fozeuery ſuch Sheriffe ſo purſuing with ſuch power and ſtrength, as he ſhall col- 
lect , o2ſhaltaſſiſt htm, to beate downe, burne, oz otherwiſe waſt any ſuch houſe oz placeof 
defence fo2 the better appzehenſion o2 \upp:eſſingof luchRebels and Traytozs. And albeit 
we deſire that ſuch tnduſtrie and care may be taken, as that ſuch offendozs mapbe appzehen- 
dedaline, Yet weeletitbe knowen, thatifotherwile though thetr rebellious obſtinacy and 
- reſiſtance,ſuch Rebellion cannot be ſupp:eſſed; That it ſhall be lawfull andinftifcableinthoſe 
caſes of neceſſitie, fo2 the Sheriffe and his Company aſſiſting him, to kill and deſtroy ſuch 
Traytozs and Rebels, And as the faithfull endenours of our louing Sublects with fuch 
alacrity as they haue ſhewedin this late Rebellion,ts very acceptable vnto vs; Soifinany 
{uch caſe any perſon oz perſons ſhall vnder pzetence ofour publique ſeruice , maliciouNlyand 
vniuſtiy ſecke torenenge any pztuate quarrell, Weletthem knoW that they ſtallnot eſcape 
without ſeuere and condiane puniſhments accozding to their demerits in that behalkfe.
